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A Sad Acclident O Mouday--S
‘Eioghoffer Shot.

A gad accident cecured shortly before
noon Monday near Walla Walla that re-
sulted in the death of young Btephen
Ringhoffer, 14-year-old son of Joseph
Ringhoffer.

They Can Shed.

The right of counsel to ehed tears be-
fore the jury was recently decided by the
supreme court of Tennesses, in the case
of Ferguson va, Moon, which was & case
for breach of promise. The court,
gpeaking through Judge Wilkes, said:
“It is next assigned as error Lhat
counsgel for plaintiff in his eclosing argo-
ment, in the midst of a very eloquent
and impassioned appeal to the jary,
shed tears and thos undoly excited the
passions aud sympathies of the jury in
favor of the plaintiff, and greatly preju-
diced them against defendant. Bearing
upon this assignment of error we have
been cited to no direct aunthority, and,
after diligent search, we have been able
to find none, The conduct of connsel in
presenting their cases to jures is & mat-
ter which must be left largely to the
ethics of the profession and the discre-
tion of the trial judge. No ecast-iron
laid down. To do so
would result that in many cases clients
wonld be deprived of the privilege of
being heard at all by counsel. Tears
have always been considered legitimate
arguments before the jary, and we
know of no power or jurisdiction in the
trial judge to check them. It would ap-
pear to be one of the nataral rights of
counsel which no statute or constitution
could take away. Itis certainly a mat-
ter :of the highest personal privilege.
Indeed, if counsel have tears at com-
mand, it may be serionsly guestioned

.| whether it is not his professional duty to

ehed them wheneyer proper occasion
ariges, and the trial judge wonld not feel
constrained to interfere unlees they are
indulged in to euch an excess as 10 im-
pede, embarrass, or delay the business
before the court.””

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BAKER |8 CONVICTED.

His Land Deal ann Forged Choél: Not
Agceptea by Jary.

C. F, Baker was convictel in the
criminal conrt yesterday df passing a
forged check on A. B, Steinbach. The
jury was oot bul a short time. Connsel
for Baker did not offer any defense, bat
sdmitted that Baker passed the check,
and relied upon the proposition of law
that Rosa Lovelace was an accomplice

accomplice, unsupported by other con-
vincing testimony, is insufficient to sos-
tain a eanviection.

In admitting that Baker passed the
check the inference was drawn that
Baker received the check from Rosa
Lovelace on the eale of land, and was
not supposed to know that it was not
what it appeared to be upon its face,
By introdocing no evidence to contra-
dict the etatement ot the woman that
Baker planned the whole scheme, and
gave bher the check, the jury was also
presumed to 1nfer that Rosa Lovelace,
being an accom plice, was not entitled to
recaive fall credit as & witness, and that
she wouold not confese against herself,
bat naturally would throw all the blame
upon Baker.

The jury, however, evidently was not
on a fishing expedition, and accepted
meatters as they presented themselves,
It is eaid that the case will be appealed
to the snpreme court on the point here
stated that Rosa Lovelace is an accom-
plice, and that her evidence is not suffi-
cient to convict, without corroboration.
If the supreme court should decide that
the testimony, excluding that of Rosa
Lovelace, is not ample, Baker wonld
probably then win his case in the higher
court. It is alleged that the case of
John A, Carr,in which the supreme
court held that Mra. Hantington was an
accomplice, ete., i a case in point.

No evidence was introduced at the
trial of Baker that he did not own the
land he is supposed to have sold to Rosa
Lovelace, s Rosa Jones, or that he him-
eelf executed the forged check, or knew
it was forged, seve the evidence of the
woman. There was plenty of evidence
that it was forged,

I Bonds or No Bonds.

_l Tomorrow the guestion of bonding the
district for $20,000 will be settled. We
priont elsewhere a tabolated statement
showing the increase in school children
since 1888, It shows indisputably that
our present school facilities will have to
be enlarged. Since 1888 the number of
pupils in attendance has nearly doubled.
The preeent school roome are over
crowded. There can be, and is no ques-
tion about the necessity of more school
room,the only one 18 as to the manner in
which thay shall be paid for, whether by
levying taxes to meet the expense now,
or by spreading the payments over &
period of twenty years. It js not a
question either of how muck we shonld
bond for. It muet be either for $20,000
or nothing. Another feature of the
situation is that the district now owea
aboat $7,000, and it is proposed to pay
this off or rather refund it if bonds are
voted. This $7,000 now draws 8 per
cent interest, when refonded it will not

per cent, This would leave $13,000 for -
the proposed improvements. If the
bonds are not voted, a 5 mill tax will be
necessary in the near fntare to pay this
indebtedness. We must
echool buoildiogs, and iv is for the volers
of the district to eay tomorrow how they
shgll be paid for.
